2 1723 Hibernia Farthing MS 64 Brown PCGS. DEI. GRATIA. REX. 
Well centered and showing a bit of softness on some of the denticles. 
Both sides are an even, brick-red color with no mentionable blem¬ 
ishes. Listed on page 23 of the 1997 Guide Book. 

3 1773 Virginia Halfpenny MS 64 Red and Brown. Period after 
GEORGIVS. The original red color shows just the slightest mellow¬ 
ing with the most apparent darkening seen on the highpoints of each 
side, presenting the viewer with a pleasing two-toned contrast. 
Excellent overall appearance. Listed on page 24 of the 1997 Guide 
Book. 

CERTIFIED HALF CENTS 


4 1809 MS 62 Brown NGC. Not particularly well struck with some 
central softness noted on the obverse and the stars on the right por¬ 
tion of that side. Still, a very difficult variety to obtain this nice. 
Dark, splotchy steel-brown color. 

5 1826 AU 53 NGC. B-l, C-l, R.l. Medium dark steel-brown color 
with some softness in the obverse stars and a tiny dig beneath star 8. 

6 1828 MS 63 Brown NGC. 13 Stars. Excellent sharpness, and show¬ 
ing variegated olive-brown color. A lovely example of the type. 

7 1828 MS 64 Brown PCGS. 13 Stars. B-2, C-3, R.l. Uniformly bold 
with rich olive and bluish-steel highlights. 

8 1834 MS 64 Brown NGC. Sharply struck, the glossy brown surfaces 
show some cartwheel effect as the coin is turned under a light. 

9 1849 MS 65 Brown NGC. Boldly struck throughout, the surfaces 
are an even brown color with jade-green highlights. The reverse is 
rotated slightly to the left. Scarcer date. 

10 1854 MS 63 Brown NGC. Sharply detailed with subtle iridescent 
accents limited to the reverse. 

11 1857 MS 64 Red and Brown NGC. Faded coppery-red in the pro¬ 
tected areas of the obverse, while the reverse is a uniform brown. 
Several darker stains on the obverse, one through the final two dig¬ 
its of the date. 

CERTIFIED LARGE CENTS 

12 1793 Wreath Cent, Vine and Bars, XF 40 PCGS. S-8, R.3. 
Identifiable as the only Wreath variety with a bent branch, all the 
others point downward. Deep, even steel-brown color, a relatively 
well centered coin with only minor porosity in the planchet. Well 
detailed for the grade. 

13 1798 VF 25 PCGS. S-157, R.2. Struck from the perfect (unrusted) 
dies. This is a sharply struck example that is choice for the grade 
with pleasing, dark surfaces. Popular as an early date large cent. 
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1798 XF 45 PCGS. S-167, R.l. Pleasing even brown color with a 
bold strike. Some minor pitting is noted over the obverse as is a 
small planchet flake at 8 o’clock. Perfect as a type coin or for a high 
grade date set. 

1802 AU 50 NGC. S-242, R.2. Easily attributable by the engraver’s 
scratch from the stem to the U, and three stemless berries. Somewhat 
irregularly struck and a glossy dark brown overall with faint reddish 
accents. A tiny dig is well hidden in Liberty’s hair. 

1814 AU 55 PCGS. Crosslet 4. S-294, R.l. Deep chocolate-brown 
surfaces, struck a trifle off-center to the right. Final year of the 
Classic Head design and a difficult type to locate in problem-free 
condition. 

1818 MS 61 Brown NGC. Both sides are extremely clean, evenly 
toned, and mark-free. The very soft strike is the only grade-limiting 
factor. 

1820 MS 66 Brown NGC. Even brown color over both sides with a 
speckle of mint red here and there. Highly glossy and and a very 
attractive Randall Hoard coin that is especially well defined in the 
centers, but showing the usual softness on the stars and die crack 
encircling the stars. 

1820 MS 65 Red and Brown PCGS. Sharply detailed and attractive, 
with steel-blue overtones leaving only remnants of original red. A 
solid gem specimen, of Randall Hoard origin, displaying the usual 
die breaks through the stars and date. 

1844/81 AU 50 NGC. An interesting variety created when the date 
logotype was incorrectly punched into the working die rotated 180 
degrees, then corrected producing 1844/81. The glossy surfaces are 
chocolate-brown with some red undertones still showing. A few 
minor contact marks show mostly on the obverse. A very scarce, 
underrated variety. Population: 2 in AU 50, 5 finer. 

1852 MS 66 Red and Brown NGC. Intense, glossy luster with an 
even mellowing of the natural mint red and a nearly spot-free 
appearance. An outstanding Braided Hair cent. 

1853 MS 66 Red NGC. Fiery-red color covers both sides of this 
amazingly well preserved coin. The only detracting element is very 
slight weakness of strike that is most evident at the top of the reverse. 

A little flyspecking is also noted. NGC population: 8 in 66, none 
finer. 

1854 MS 64 Brown NGC. A bold striking with mint color that has 
completely faded and is now an even chocolate-brown color. A cou¬ 
ple of the stars show some weakness.

1858 Large Letters MS 65 NGC. Well struck with full mint frost 
visible. Attractively toned in light golden hues. An ideal example of 
our first small cent for a top quality type set.

1862 MS 65 NGC. A boldly struck (although not quite full on the top 
feathers), lightly toned example of the short-lived copper-nickel 
type. Superior appearance expected from a gem example. 

1864 Bronze MS 64 Red and Brown PCGS. Slightly over half of the 
original red still shows. A nice example of our first bronze small 
cent. 

1864 Bronze MS 65 Red and Brown NGC. The bright orange-red 
luster is slightly subdued by an overlay of speckled brown color on 
each side. 

1864 L On Ribbon AU 58 NGC. Glossy reddish-brown with faint die 
clashing and lots of detail. Even the tiny L on the ribbon is readily 
apparent to the unaided eye. 

1864 L On Ribbon MS 62 Brown ANACS. Generally well struck 
and retaining a portion of the original mint color, with subtle orange 
highlights. Subdued appearance. 
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30 1866 MS 66 Red and Brown NGC. Evenly and naturally mellowed, 
boasting an uncommonly bold strike and impeccable, satiny sur¬ 
faces. One of the finest 1866 Indians extant. Population: 10 in 66, 
none finer. 

31 1869 MS 65 Red and Brown NGC. Fully struck with rich reddish- 
gold color and lighter orange hues about the lettering and wreath. 
Only a couple of small carbon flecks show on this scarcer date. 

32 1870 MS 64 Brown NGC. Well struck with extensive die clashing on 
the reverse and remnants of faded red clinging to the devices. 

33 1873 Closed 3 MS 64 Red and Brown NGC. Sharply defined and 
displaying extensive mottling over both sides, leaving glimpses of 
faded red about the devices. 


34 1873 Doubled LIBERTY MS 63 Red and Brown PCGS. Snow-2. 
This is the rarer but less dramatic Type Two Doubled Die of 1873. 
This issue shows noticeable doubling on IBERTY, a weaker image 
showing to the right. Considered an R.6 with approximately 25 
pieces estimated extant. It is twice as rare as its Type One counter¬ 
part, but generally sells for less because the Type One’s doubling is 
far more evident. Smoothly lustrous with generous amounts of red 
remaining. 

35 1874 MS 65 Red NGC. Intricately detailed with rich orange col¬ 
oration throughout and a bright, satiny sheen. 

36 1875 MS 65 Red NGC. A difficult date to find in gem red condition. 
This example is a fiery copper-red color with exceptionally clean 
surfaces and no spots or blemishes. 

37 1876 MS 66 Red PCGS. Exceptionally frosty with just a whisper of 
mellowing on the highpoints and a slight milky haze on the reverse. 
Easily among the finest surviving business strike cents from this cen¬ 
tennial year. Population: 8 in 66, 1 finer. 

38 1880 MS 65 Brown NGC. Well struck and mostly brown with some 
mint red still visible. 

39 1880 MS 64 Red PCGS. Attractive reddish-orange color with a 
touch of olive and cherry-red on either side. There is a small 
planchet flake below the right side of the shield, above the E in ONE. 

40 1881 MS 65 Brown NGC. A gem, fully struck example in the 
advanced stages of mellowing, showing only tinges of faded mint 
color about the devices. 


41 1881 MS 66 Red and Brown PCGS. Sharply struck with superb mint 
luster that is toned just a bit off of full red. Population: 2 in 66, none 
are finer. 

42 1881 MS 64 Red NGC. A vibrant reddish-gold specimen with only 
the slightest smudging below the portrait that precludes a gem rat¬ 
ing.

Brightly lustrous with an attractive antique- 
gold color and virtually flawless surfaces. A hint of an ancient fin¬ 
gerprint shows on the obverse. 

47 1902 MS 65 Red NGC. An impeccable type coin with even red color 
and near-spotless surfaces. 

48 1905 MS 66 Red PCGS. A fully original coppery specimen that is 
essentially untoned. All of the feathers are fully defined, and the 
fields are virtually mark-free. 

49 (2) 1906 MS 65 Red and Brown ANACS, both coins are lightly 
toned and well defined. (Total: 2 coins) 


1908 MS 65 Brown ANACS, somewhat softly defined with deep 
blue patina overall; and a 1939-S MS 67 Red ANACS, fully bright.

1862 PR 65 NGC. A well preserved proof copper-nickel cent that 
displays good depth of mirrored reflectivity in the fields and light tan 
color throughout. 

1864 Bronze PR 65 Red PCGS. One of the most elusive of all small 
cent proofs, although its estimated mintage of just 150 pieces may 
be slightly on the low side. Gems of this date can, only infrequently, 
be found under the Red and Brown color designation, but pieces 
meeting the criteria for full Red quality are genuinely rare. This out¬ 
standing ‘64 Bronze proof is virtually as struck, showing only a 
whisper of mellowing and all of its natural brilliance. A real prize for 
the Indian cent specialist.

1880 PR 64 Red PCGS. A coin exhibiting original colorations with 
nicely reflective fields. There are myriad small carbon spots, partic¬ 
ularly over the obverse. 

1880 PR 66 Red NGC. Dazzling orange and green-gold surfaces 
with pinpoint detailing and no overt signs of carbon. 

1882 PR 66 Red and Brown NGC. A truly spectacular proof Indian 
cent, boasting glittering brilliance and a total absence of hairlines or 
carbon. The obverse has mellowed slightly and the reverse is quite 
deep in tones of red, blue, and tan. 

1883 PR 65 Red and Brown NGC. Deeply mirrored with iridescent 
steel-blue and cherry-red color. There are a few carbon spots on the 
obverse. 

1884 PR 66 Red and Brown NGC. Golden-copper and blue-green 
iridescence lends eye appeal to the glittering, lightly mellowed sur¬ 
faces. 

1884 PR 64 Red PCGS. Brightly reflective surfaces with rich cop¬ 
per-red color and no traces of brown.

1892 PR 64 Red and Brown PCGS. Delicate golden-green and crim¬ 
son-violet pastel toning is evenly distributed over both sides. 

Sharp as a needle, the surfaces 
are nicely mirrored and defect-clear. Both sides present sunset-red 
and iridescent violet colors.

Well mirrored, gold and crimson toning 
accents both sides. Population: 9 in PR 66, none are finer. 

1902 PR 65 Red and Brown NGC. Dazzling reflective surfaces, tint¬ 
ed green-gold across both sides. One contact mark is noted in front 
of the Indian’s chin. 

CERTIFIED LINCOLN CENTS 


1914-S MS 64 Red PCGS. The surfaces are extremely well struck, 
displaying a fine grain, matte-like texture and only a few scattered 
blemishes. Delicate rose patina has caused a slight mellowing of the 
reverse. The ‘14-S is a key Lincoln issue in choice condition, being 
much scarcer than some of the better known rarities in the series at 
this level. 

1917-D MS 65 Red NGC. Fairly well struck with fiery golden- 
orange color and a near absence of noticeable carbon.

1919-D MS 62 Red NGC. Noticeably abraded in the obverse field, 
the lone grade-limiting factor on this lustrous, fiery-red example. 

A predominately red specimen 
that is quite well struck in all areas. The ‘19-S cent was minted is 
vast numbers, but precious few were saved from circulation.

1869 MS 65 Red NGC. A boldly struck gem with flashy golden-red 
patina over each side. A few minor darker spots are noticed on the 
right side of the obverse.

Razor sharp and tinted milky-gray with a streak 
of deeper apricot down the obverse. 


1909 PR 67 NGC. A superb, glittering proof that is deeply mirrored 
in the fields with contrasting mint frost on the devices. Pale golden 
and blue pastel toning covers both sides and adds a colorful accent 
to this superior Liberty nickel. 

1910 PR 67 NGC. Another top-notch proof Liberty nickel that 
matches the 1909 in grade, but is more brightly mirrored under a 
streaky layer of golden and apple-green patina.

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143 1920-D MS 62 NGC. Creamy golden-steel surfaces with the details 
of a much higher grade piece on the obverse, but the usual mushi¬ 
ness on the bison. 

144 1921 MS 65 PCGS. Boldly struck with creamy mint frost on both 
sides and the slightest blush of golden color on the bison.

A fully struck specimen that shows complete 
radials on all the peripheral stars. Superb mint frost glows beneath 
the thin veneer of golden patina seen on the obverse. The reverse is 
brilliant.

232 1854 Arrows MS 63 NGC. Fully struck, the thick mint luster is a bit 
too subdued in appearance for a finer grade. Still, a worthwhile rep¬ 
resentative of this interesting type. 

233 1854 Arrows MS 63 PCGS. Sharply defined in all areas, both sides 
are toned in peripheral shades of russet-golden and blue. There are a 
few tiny field marks that account for the grade, but these are scarce¬ 
ly visible without magnification.

The surfaces exhibit some rather deep colorations 
dominated with crimson-rose, steel-gray, and some intermingling of 
blue-green. A coin for the toning enthusiast who appreciates good 
color. 


237 1891 MS 64 PCGS. White and satiny, displaying a few specks of 
toning about the date. An affordable example of the With Motto type, 
struck in its final year.

Well struck overall (excepting the right side of 
the shield on the reverse), both sides show some dove-gray patina.

Flashy, satiny surfaces, toned in deep splash¬ 
es of golden-rose on the obverse, the reverse is essentially untoned. 
Elusive in choice and finer grades. Population: 10 in 64, 10 finer. 

246 1905 MS 66 NGC. The nearly flawless surfaces are covered with 
thick mint frost and each side shows rich shadings of jade-green, cit¬ 
rine, golden-rose, and cobalt-blue toning with pinkish accents on the 
highpoints of the devices. An outstanding type coin. Population: 4 in 
66, none finer. 

247 1908-D MS 61 NGC. A satiny example with very clean surfaces for 
the grade. The luster is subdued and somewhat dull. 

248 1909 MS 65 PCGS. Lustrous dove-gray surfaces with hints of 
antique-golden toning clinging to the outer devices on the obverse. 

249 1912 MS 61 ANACS. Well struck, but the luster is somewhat sub¬ 
dued over both sides.

251 1915 AU 50 ANACS. Lightly wom and somewhat dull, there is still 
some luster in the protected areas. 

252 1915-D MS 63 ANACS. Frosty and untoned, with a slightly subdued 
appearance that limits the grade. 

253 1915-S MS 65 PCGS. Exceptionally sharp with a satiny sheen to the 
fields and a deep overlay of russet-charcoal toning at the borders. 
Struck in limited numbers (704,000 pieces), the 1915-S quarter is 
one of the more difficult of all later date Barber quarters in mint state 
and is seen even less frequently as a gem. Population: 12 in 65, 4 
finer. 


254 1916-D AU 58 NGC. Breen-4224. Large D over Small D. Listed by 
Breen as extremely rare, the mintmark was first punched with a 
small dime-sized punch low and leaning right. It was corrected with 
the correct size D entered higher and leaning left. White and quite 
frosty except for a bit of peripheral toning on each side. 

255 1916-D MS 66 NGC. The final year of issue for the Barber quarter 
and a widely collected date. This specimen is unusually nice, as the 
fields are very lustrous and bright with a very frosty appearance. 
There is a sharp strike on the design details and hints of light rose 
patina overall. Population: 23 with 4 coins finer. 

CERTIFIED PROOF BARBER QUARTERS 

256 1892 PR 64 NGC. Richly and originally toned with unfathomably 
deep mirrors in the fields. This is a much finer coin than the brief 
description we have given it here indicates and it deserves close 
scrutiny by the type collector of toned coins. 

257 1900 PR 65 NGC. Fully brilliant on both the obverse and reverse, 
the devices are heavily frosted and display a strong cameo contrast 
on each side. A snappy looking type coin. 

258 1909 PR 67 PCGS. Deep violet, blue-green, and gold toning graces 
both sides of this pristine specimen. The heavily frosted devices are 
enlivened by the colors—there is no question that this is a full 
cameo. Population: 11 in PR 67 with 3 higher. 


CERTIFIED STANDING LIBERTY QUARTERS 

259 1917 Type One MS 67 NGC. Superb quality, the surfaces are heav¬ 
ily frosted and display lovely, rich golden patina scattered about both 
sides. An excellent coin for type purposes with predictably strong 
eye appeal. 

260 1917-D Type One MS 61 Full Head NGC, lightly toned over both 
sides; and a 1920 MS 61, nicely lustrous with a few small marks. 
(Total: 2 coins) 

261 1917-D Type One MS 65 Full Head PCGS. Interesting turquoise- 
blue, dove-gray, and antique-golden toning covers both the obverse 
and reverse. 

262 1918-D MS 62 Full Head NGC. A scarce date with a full strike. The 
obverse is a rich violet-golden color and the reverse is a bit brighter 
with golden and blue tones. 

263 1919 MS 64 NGC. Deep satiny luster with nicely frosted devices and 
delicate golden toning over both sides. 

264 1920 MS 65 Full Head NGC. Subtle, full luster with smooth sur¬ 
faces and virtually no discemable marks. Superior for the grade. 

265 1924-D MS 64 Full Head NGC. Some peripheral golden-russet ton¬ 
ing shows and the strike is unusually bold for the issue, showing 
only a trace of the inescapable softness at the top of the date. Scarce 
with a full head. 

266 1927 MS 64 PCGS. Boldly struck with bright luster partially over¬ 
laid on each side with a hint of natural color. 


267 1929-D MS 64 NGC. Very well struck on Liberty’s head and over¬ 
laid in light golden toning. 

268 1929-S MS 64 Full Head NGC. The top two-thirds of the obverse 
and the entire reverse are deeply toned in natural steel-violet shades. 
Well struck. 


CERTIFIED WASHINGTON QUARTERS 

269 1934-D MS 65 NGC. Frosty with a smattering of colorful orange 
toning over both sides. Scarce as a gem. 

270 1935-D MS 66 NGC. Deeply lustrous with well frosted features and 
occasional flecks of color about the borders. The ‘35-D in gem con¬ 
dition has proven to be on equal footing with its better known coun¬ 
terpart from the following year. 

271 1935-S MS 65 NGC. Minimally marked and brightly lustrous, both 
sides are completely white and untoned. 

272 1936-D MS 64 NGC. One of the scarcer dates within the series to 
locate in high grades. Essentially untoned with original mint bril¬ 
liance. 


273 1943-S Doubled Die MS 65 NGC. Breen-4319. The doubling is 
plainest on the motto and date. A fully brilliant example of this 
Guide Book variety, rarely seen as a gem. 

CERTIFIED PROOF WASHINGTON QUARTERS 

274 1936 PR 64 NGC. Very lightly hairlined, but with all of the watery 
brilliance intact for this first year proof. 

275 1936 PR 66 PCGS. Mostly brilliant, a light, opaque haze covers both 
sides. An important first-year proof issue. 

276 1941 PR 67 PCGS. Fully original with cloudy, milky patina over¬ 
laying each side, somewhat heavier on the obverse. 

277 1941 PR 67 NGC. Deeply mirrored with a light accumulation of nat¬ 
ural patina on each side. 

278 1950 PR 66 PCGS. A stunning, well preserved example that is bright 
and very lightly toned. A popular first-year issue.

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1959 PR 67 Cameo NGC. Like its half-dollar counterpart, very few 
pieces from this year are seen with two-sided contrast. 

CERTIFIED EARLY HALF DOLLARS 


1795 Fine 15 NGC. 0-117a, R.4. Irregular steel-gray surfaces, light¬ 
ening on the devices. Frequent adjustment marks about the obverse 
border. A die crack from the bust to the denticles midway between 
the 5 in the date and the final star is indicative of a later die state. 

1803 VF 20 ANACS. Large 3. O-102a. R.3. Bright silver-gray sur¬ 
faces with some golden-rose coloration clinging to the reverse 
devices. 

1806 VF 35 NGC. Pointed 6, No Stem Through Claw. 0-109, R.l. 
Deep smoky-gray toning blankets the obverse, taking on a more blue 
tone on the reverse. Well struck and free of mentionable defects. 

1807 Draped Bust VF 30 ANACS. 0-105, R.2. Lightly patinated in 
the centers with rich cobalt-blue peripheries. 

1807 Draped Bust AU 50 PCGS. 0-105, R.2. Distinguished by the 
small die lump in the field between STATES and OF. Softly struck 
in the centers and deeply toned in splotchy shades of gray, blue- 
green, and gold, with remnants of luster in the protected areas. An 
ancient mark to the right of the date is easily overlooked beneath the 
toning. 

CERTIFIED BUST HALF DOLLARS 


1809 XF 45 NGC. 0-106, R.3. Well struck throughout with medium 
silver-gray patina. A smooth, unblemished example. 

1809 AU 55 NGC. 0-109a, R.2. Lustrous with delicate golden ton¬ 
ing partially framing each side. Heavy die break and blurriness 
through AMERICA. 

1810 AU 50 ANACS. 0-110, R.2. Natural silver-gray color with 
diagnostic softness on the right sides. 

1812 AU 50 ANACS. 0-103, R.l. Bright gray surfaces with the 
usual flatness on the first few stars on the right. This variety is easi¬ 
ly recognized by two die dots below the I in AMERICA. 

1813 AU 55 NGC. O-107a, R.l. Struck from a very late state of the 
dies, with numerous cracks and clash marks appearing on both sides. 
The central areas of this coin are untoned, while a bit of coppery- 
gold and blue iridescent toning are seen in the protected areas along 
the base ofthe obverse. 

1814 AU 50 ANACS. O-104a, R.l. Advanced die breaks from star 3 
to the portrait and framing much of the reverse. Light gray overall 
with slight deepening of color to antique-gold and gray about the 
stars and date. 


1815/2 VF 30 PCGS. 0-101, R.2. Only 47,150 halves were struck 
late in the calendar year (from dies leftover from 1812), and they 
were not released for delivery until Jan. 10, 1816, just before a fire 
broke out in one of the mint’s outbuildings which ruined the rolling 
mills. As a result, no more half dollars were produced until 1817. 
While 1815 halves are scarce, it is the demand from date collectors 
that makes them so expensive as there is only one die variety. This is 
a reasonably well struck coin whose main areas of weaknesses are 
on the right side of the obverse and the corresponding area of the 
reverse, indicating that the dies were misaligned. Deep gray patina 
overall, the coin shows no large or distracting marks on either side. 
Sure to be the object of spirited bidding. 

1820 AU 50 ANACS. Square Base No Knob 2. Large Date. 0-108, 
R.2. One of the best produced varieties of this scarcer date, faintly 
hairlined under a milky golden-gray patina. 

1821 AU 50 ANACS. 0-106, R.l. Untoned in the centers and lus¬ 
trous, with golden toning forming about the peripheral devices. 

1822 MS 64 PCGS. Byron Reed. 0-110, R.2. Full mint luster and 
fully struck also with attractive, original toning over both sides. A 
solid type coin that should be of interest to many bidders. Ex: Byron 
Reed Collection (Spink, 10/96), lot 348. 


1822 MS 64 NGC. 0-105, R.3. One of the finest examples known of 
this scarcer variety, the Condition Census as listed in the third edi¬ 
tion of Overton is (65, 63, 63, 60, 60). Originally and deeply toned 
rich charcoal-gray with faint undertones of rose and olive. Sharply 
struck throughout. 

1823 AU 50 NGC. 0-104, R.3. Untoned silver-gray surfaces with a 
strong double profile, not uncommon to this variety. 

1825 AU 50 ANACS. 0-113, R.l. Generally well struck in the cen¬ 
ters with the large, flat stars that are diagnostic of this variety. 
Peripheral russet and sea-green toning. 

1829 AU 55 ANACS. 0-113, R.3. The obverse is toned in delicate 
golden hues while rich accents of coppery-gold and blue are found 
on the reverse. 

1830 AU 55 ANACS. Large 0. 0-120, R.l. Deep blue and charcoal- 
gray toning. 

1831 AU 58 NGC. 0-109, R.l. Toned in gray-golden and steel-blue 
shades with nearly complete underlying luster. 

1832 AU 58 ANACS. 0-112, R.2. The so-called “Dash Date” with a 
die scratch just left of the base of the 1 in the date. Golden peripher¬ 
al toning clings to the devices of this original example. Nearly full 
luster. 


1833 AU 58 NGC. 0-109, R.3. Much brilliance underlies the scat¬ 
tered light gray toning seen over each side. Well struck. 

1835 AU 50 ANACS. 0-106, R.l. Light gray with a few darker 
specks about the eagle’s head and beginnings of golden at the mar¬ 
gins. 

1836 Lettered Edge AU 55 ANACS. 0-122, R.2. Well balanced and 
struck golden-gray surfaces. 

CERTIFIED REEDED EDGE HALF DOLLARS 

1837 MS 63 PCGS. Lightly toned throughout with deep satiny lus¬ 
ter and sharp definition in the centers. Scarce four-year type. 

1839 MS 63 NGC. A very scarce and seemingly underrated date in 
the Reeded Edge half series. The central details on Liberty’s hair 
curls and the eagle’s plumage are fully defined, only the five lowest 
stars show any weakness of strike. A light overlay of rose-golden 
color shows over each side as does a hard, metallic sheen. Trends 
$2,900. 

1839-0 MS 64 PCGS. This is the only collectible date of the type 
from the New Orleans mint and only the second year coins were pro¬ 
duced there (the 1838-0 half dollar is prohibitively rare and was the 
first coin to be produced with an O mintmark). As such, the ‘39-0 is 
a perennial favorite of collectors, and in mint state this is a signifi¬ 
cant coin. Intricately detailed on the figure of Liberty with just the 
slightest softness noted on the radials of several stars. Colorfully 
toned, the magenta-rose centers are framed with gunmetal-blue pati¬ 
na that is deepest at the borders. A particularly choice example. 

CERTIFIED SEATED HALF DOLLARS 


1843 XF 45 PCGS. Naturally and attractively toned with iridescent 
peripheries. 

1855-0 Arrows MS 62 PCGS. An attractive, golden-gray example 
that shows plenty of original luster and only a few minor abrasions. 
Scarcer date. 


1855-0 Arrows MS 64 PCGS. A sharply struck example of this 
scarce and always-popular New Orleans half dollar with the arrows 
motif. The surfaces are fully lustrous and glow warmly beneath love¬ 
ly shadings of gray-lilac and gunmetal-blue colors that pick up a bit 
more intensity toward the rims, and conversely are lighter in the cen¬ 
ters. A lovely coin and just at the threshold of full gem quality. 
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311 1859-0 MS 65 NGC. Attractive, original, multicolored toning rests 
atop lustrous, frosty surfaces. Fully struck and loaded with eye 
appeal. Like most No Motto half dollars, available in very limited 
numbers in mint state. Population: 5 in 65, 2 finer. 

312 1875-S MS 64 PCGS. One of the more common dates of the type, 
the ‘75-S is always an attractive, well struck coin, and often is the 
choice for a high grade type set. This piece exhibits pretty blue-green 
and gold peripheral shades fading to lemon-yellow in the centers. 


CERTIFIED PROOF SEATED HALF DOLLARS 


313 1863 PR 63 PCGS. Well toned in milky steel-gray and subtle gold¬ 
en shades, with few discemable hairlines. PCGS has certified 35 
pieces equally from a tiny proof mintage of 460 coins. 

314 1865 PR 64 NGC. Lightly hairlined beneath a layer of deep, steel- 
blue color. Plenty of proof reflectivity remains, however. This is still 
an above average example of this scarcer. Civil War era date. 
Mintage: 500 proofs. 

315 1868 PR 64 PCGS. Deep, watery surfaces, framed on both sides in 
deep charcoal-gray patina. Population: 26 in PR 64, 8 higher. 

316 1874 Arrows PR 64 PCGS. Richly toned outside of the central 
devices in coppery-gold and bright blue iridescence, with strong 
underlying reflectivity. A choice and colorful example of this impor¬ 
tant two-year proof type. 


CERTIFIED BARBER HALF DOLLARS 


317 1893-0 MS 65 NGC. Very softly struck on the highpoints, espe¬ 
cially in the center of the reverse. This fault seems to be common 
among early O-mint Barber halves, and it is hard to find fully struck 
examples. Both sides are toned in gray-gold and blue-green shades 
and there is plenty of underlying luster to prove the gem grade. No 
serious marks or defects are noted anywhere. Population: 4 in 65, 
none are finer, PCGS has certified only 2 in 65, with none .finer. 

318 1895-0 MS 64 PCGS. A high-end, wholly original piece that is well 
defined throughout and tinted a light silver-gray over the satiny sur¬ 
faces, with speckled russet and sea-green toning framing each side. 
Population: 9 in 64, 10 are finer. 

319 1897-0 Fine 12 PCGS. Lacking the obvious keys that the Barber 
quarter series enjoys, the ‘97-0 stands out as one of the more diffi¬ 
cult issues in all grades among the half-dollars. This medium-gray 
example is lighter in color on the devices and is worn slightly into 
the lower portion of the BER in LIBERTY. 

320 1899-0 MS 64 PCGS. A difficult New Orleans issue in the higher 
grades of uncirculated. Both sides are covered in medium density 
golden-steel toning, with creamy underlying luster. Better than aver¬ 
age strike for an O-mint on the eagle and shield. Clean and superior 
for the grade. 

321 1900 MS 61 NGC. Deep charcoal-gray toning overall with rose 
accents on the reverse. 

322 1900 MS 62 ANACS. A well struck, fully original example. There 
are pretty, russet hues on both the obverse and reverse. 

323 1905-S AU 50 ANACS. The highest mintage half-dollar issue from 
this year, but only rarely seen in lesser worn and uncirculated grades. 
Steel-gray in color with much luster remaining. 

324 1906 MS 63 PCGS. Soft, frosted mint luster with an overlay of rose- 
gray patina that is lighter and more golden in hue on the reverse. 
Well struck in most areas. 


325 1911 MS 63 PCGS. Frosty and quite well struck, with milky golden 
toning on the obverse. A most affordable type coin at today’s price 
levels. 

326 1915-S/S MS 61 ANACS. Satiny silver-gray surfaces with excellent 
highpoint definition in all areas and a slightly repunched mintmark. 


327 1915-S MS 65 NGC. Razor sharp with shimmering luster and 

speckled toning that appears primarily about the devices. One of the 
more frequently encountered Barber half-dollar issues in this out¬ 
standing grade and as such a fine candidate for a gem type set. 

CERTIFIED PROOF BARBER HALF DOLLARS 


328 1895 PR 67 NGC. The surfaces of this impressive proof Barber half 
are nicely cameoed, with ruddy patina at the center of the reverse 
and peripheral areas that are toned in a colorful array of rose-violet, 
green-gold, and blue iridescence. 

329 1902 PR 63 PCGS. Brightly mirrored beneath a thin film of gray and 
golden patina. 

330 1909 PR 66 NGC. Light russet toning dots across a boomingly lus¬ 
trous obverse. The reverse is more uniform with a light dusting of 
color. A splendid example of this popular type coin. 

331 1910 PR 66 NGC. A moderately toned example, one sees soft pas¬ 
tel shades of violet and rose evenly distributed on both sides. A low 
mintage year with only 551 proofs produced. Population: 11 in PR 
66, 9 finer.

332 1916-D MS 65 NGC. A popular first year of issue and reasonably 

scarce in gem condition. This original piece is essentially untoned 
over most of the surfaces with an exceptionally bright sheen of mint 
luster. 


333 1917 MS 66 NGC. Simply splendid quality in an early Walker. 
While nice 1917 halves are more easily located than any other date 
in the early series of Walkers, it is rare when one is seen as clean and 
appealing as this coin. Nicely toned. 

334 1918-S MS 64 PCGS. Untoned and satiny with noticeable softness 
on Liberty’s head, while the balance of the coin is especially well 
detailed. A difficult issue so fine in spite of its large production of 
over 10 million pieces. 

335 1929-D AU 50 NGC. A minimally worn silver-gray example. 

336 1936 MS 66 PCGS. Very lightly toned, there are virtually no contact 
marks or distractions of any kind. 

337 1936-D MS 65 NGC. A mostly brilliant coin with a bold strike and 
deeply frosted surfaces. 


338 1937-S MS 63 ANACS, boldly struck with speckled toning clinging 
to the reverse devices; 1942 MS 63 ANACS, creamy luster; and a 
1945 MS 63 ANACS, bright and untoned. (Total: 3 coins) 

339 1938 MS 66 PCGS. A bright-white example displaying a full, sharp 
strike and virtually blemish-free surfaces. 

340 1939 MS 67 NGC. A splendid example that is intricately detailed 
and displays a light, natural silver-gray patina over near-flawless sur¬ 
faces. 


341 1939-D MS 66 PCGS. Sharply struck with blushes of rose-gray 
color on the highpoints. 

342 1939-D MS 66 NGC. A bright, satiny-white gem with only a few 
minor contact marks in Liberty’s gown. 

343 1940 MS 67 PCGS. Fully struck with superb luster and light golden 
toning at the peripheries. 


344 1941 MS 66 PCGS. Razor sharp and untoned, with intense satiny 
brilliance. 

345 1941-D MS 66 PCGS. Creamy-white surfaces that are very well 
defined and offer shimmering cartwheel brilliance. 

346 1942-S MS 65 NGC. Exceedingly lustrous with an unusually strong 
strike for a ‘42-S. 
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347 1943-S MS 65 PCGS. Gray-gold surfaces with deeper golden- 
orange splashes on either side. Perhaps the most important quality 
on this piece is the strike. It is as close to full as one is likely to 
encounter for the issue. 

348 1944-S MS 65 PCGS. Originally toned with a typical strike. 

349 1945-D MS 66 PCGS. A premium example that is fully struck and 
exhibits splotchy golden-brown toning primarily on the reverse.

350 1936 PR 65 PCGS. A rare, high grade example of this elusive first 
year of issue for modem proofs. When found, most ‘36 proof halves 
show signs of cleaning, therefore very few exist today in the higher 
and more sought-after grades. This piece shows good reflectivity in 
the fields with just the lightest hints of toning on each side. 

351 1939 PR 67 PCGS. Immaculate pastel-yellow surfaces on the 
reverse come as near to perfection as one is likely to find on a proof 
Walking Liberty. The obverse is essentially untoned. 

352 1940 PR 67 PCGS. Original steel-gray surfaces with a crescent of 
rainbow toning at the left margin. 

353 1940 PR 68 NGC. A superb, flawless gem with only a small amount 
of toning. 

354 1941 PR 66 PCGS. Delicate gray patina with a blush of light gold 
here and there about the margins. 

355 1941 PR 67 NGC. Cloudy green and gold toning covers both sides 
of the mirrored surfaces. Struck from highly polished dies and miss¬ 
ing most of the designer’s initials. 

356 1941 PR 67 NGC. Splashes of opaque golden patina over near-per¬ 
fect, watery mirrors. 

CERTIFIED FRANKLIN HALF DOLLARS 


357 1948 MS 65 Full Bell Lines NGC. Soft silver-gray patina is streaked 
across the reverse and both sides display a typically bold strike. 

358 1948-D MS 65 Full Bell Lines PCGS. The more difficult of the two 
first-year Franklins in gem condition, and a sharp, golden-toned 
example. 

359 1949-D Full Bell Lines MS 64 NGC. A very scarce, boldly struck 
Franklin. Both sides are lustrous and lightly toned, particularly at the 
borders. An unusually well struck example. 

360 1954-D Full Bell Lines MS 65 NGC. Both sides of this gem display 
rich, satiny luster with just a hint of color. Very appealing and quite 
rare this nice, especially with a full strike. 

361 1954-D Full Bell Lines MS 65 NGC. Lightly toned on the obverse, 
a couple of small milling marks show over the date. 

362 1954-D Full Bell Lines MS 65 NGC. Essentially untoned, the strike 
is razor sharp, and there are only a few tiny contact marks in the right 
obverse field. 

363 1954-D Full Bell Lines MS 65 NGC. Bright-white with a full strike 
and virtually no bagmarks. 

CERTIFIED PROOF FRANKLIN HALF DOLLARS 


364 1950 PR 66 PCGS. A shimmering, virtually flawless example of this 
first-year proof Franklin, with a touch of contrast noted. 

365 1952 PR 67 PCGS. Virtually flawless beneath splashes of milky 
patina. Appreciable contrast on the reverse. 

366 1955 PR 67 Cameo NGC. Dazzling two-toned effect on both sides. 


367 1959 PR 66 Cameo NGC. Strong black and white contrast on both 
sides, and a scarcer issue as such. 

368 1962 PR 68 Cameo NGC. A sparkling, untoned gem with a nice 
cameo effect between the fields and devices. 


CERTIFIED EARLY DOLLARS 


369 1795 Flowing Hair XF 45 PCGS. B-l, BB-21. Pale golden and 
gray colorations atop evenly struck surfaces that retain considerable 
remnants of luster. There are a few adjustment marks noted in the 
center of the reverse. The remainder of the coin has no mentionable 
defects. A high grade example of this ever-popular type. 

370 1798 Small Eagle XF 45 NGC. 13 Stars. B-l, BB-82. A wonder¬ 
fully balanced, medium-gray example that bespeaks originality. A 
few rim bumps are noted, none of a serious nature, as well as adjust¬ 
ment marks along the upper obverse margin and a couple across the 
portrait. There are several series of die cracks about the wreath and 
lettering on the reverse, although these are light enough to be con¬ 
sidered from an intermediate die state. 

371 1798 Large Eagle VF 30 ANACS. B-13, BB-108. Die State II. 
Identifiable by a die flaw between the last star and the bust of 
Liberty, the B-13 is one of the more common of the many 1798 vari¬ 
eties. This later state exhibits several minor die breaks, the most 
obvious extending from the L in LIBERTY to the denticles. Pearl- 
gray surfaces with soft golden accents, just a trifle weak on the cen¬ 
tral highpoints. 

372 1802 VF 35 PCGS. B-6, BB-241. The surfaces exhibit original steel- 
gold color with deeper charcoal hues about the peripheral lettering. 
Even wear shows over both sides with no mentionable marks. 

373 1802/1 XF 40 PCGS. B-2, BB-233. Displaying much underlying 
luster, the surfaces are toned a medium golden-gray with outlines of 
red-gold and blue about the borders. There are no mentionable dis¬ 
tractions. 


CERTIFIED SEATED DOLLARS 


374 1844 AU 58 NGC. Lightly toned surfaces with no mentionable 
marks or abrasions, the fields glisten with some degree of prooflike- 
ness. One of a mere 20,000 pieces struck. 

375 1846 AU 53 NGC. The original, medium-gray surfaces appear 
pewter-like and just a whisper away from uncirculated. A sharp, 
original example. 

376 1859-0 MS 63 PCGS. Satiny, with ample cartwheel luster and orig¬ 
inal, deep, gray-golden toning. Above average strike and appearance. 
Probably one of the better survivors of the Treasury Hoard. 

377 1872-S VF 20 PCGS. A challenging issue in all grades with an orig¬ 
inal mintage of only 9,000 pieces. Light silver-gray color with a ton¬ 
ing spot at Liberty’s knee. 

CERTIFIED TRADE DOLLARS 


378 1875-S MS 63 ANACS. A generally strong strike, displaying only 
minor weakness along the upper stars and on Liberty’s head. Frosty 
and fully brilliant. 

379 1877-S MS 63 NGC. A dazzling, fully brilliant Trade dollar exhibit¬ 
ing the kind of cartwheel luster (and accompanying abrasions) one 
comes to expect on an early S-mint Morgan. 

CERTIFIED PROOF TRADE DOLLAR 

380 1874 PR 64 PCGS. Dazzling two-toned surfaces with a light speck¬ 
ling of deep russet color scattered across each side. One of only 700 
proofs struck in the second year of this short-lived denomination.

381 1878 7/8TF Weak MS 64 Deep Mirror Prooflike NGC. Deeply 
reflective, fully brilliant, and fully struck. 

382 1878 8TF MS 65 PCGS. The devices on this strict gem example are 
particularly well frosted and void of all but the tiniest blemishes. 
Occasional russet and rose toning about the edges. 

383 1878 8TF MS 64 Prooflike NGC. Brilliant with a few obverse scuffs. 
Very scarce and quite desirable. 

384 1878 8TF MS 63 Deep Mirror Prooflike ANACS. VAM-6. Fully 
brilliant with two-sided reflective qualities that are a touch deeper on 
the obverse with only a few scuffy obverse abrasions. 

385 1878 7TF Reverse of 1878 MS 64 Deep Mirror Prooflike ANACS, 
VAM-132, chalky-white portrait; and an 1878 7TF Reverse of 1878

the edges. 

387 1879-0 MS 64 PCGS. An extremely choice ‘79-0 dollar, this piece 
is also very well frosted and displays shimmering luster in the fields. 
Some peripheral golden color shows at the obverse border and even¬ 
ly over the reverse. 

388 1879-S MS 65 NGC, three pieces, all creamy-white, lustrous gems.

A crystal-clear example of this 
prominent overdate variety with nearly all of the 7 showing under 
the second 8 in the date. A frosty-white, untoned specimen with a 
sharp strike and a minimum of contact marks.

ANACS; 1885-0 MS 65 Prooflike ANACS: 1886 MS 64 ANACS, 
toned obverse; and a 1900 MS 64 ANACS, Doubled Die Reverse. 
(Total: 5 coins) 


394 1880-S MS 65 ANACS: 1883-0 MS 65 Prooflike ANACS; 1886 MS 
65 ANACS, medium golden patina over the obverse; 1900 MS 65 
ANACS, deep gray-golden obverse toning; and a 1900-0 MS 65 
ANACS, unless otherwise noted, all are white and untoned. (Total: 5 
coins) 

395 1880-S MS 67 Prooflike PCGS. Superlative, untoned surfaces with 
watery brilliance in the fields, but only modest contrast for this often 
cameoed issue. 

396 1881-0 MS 65 PCGS. A scarce gem example of this more difficult 
O-mint. The surfaces are toned in appealing golden-orange hues that 
blanket the obverse and reverse. 

397 1882-CC MS 64 PCGS. Satiny with streaks of delicate golden color 
on the obverse. 

398 1882-CC MS 66 Prooflike PCGS. Fully brilliant with a modest 
depth of reflectivity and surfaces that are well struck and especially 
clean.

1883 MS 65 Prooflike PCGS. Fully brilliant and sharp with a few 
tiny abrasions on the obverse. 

1884-CC MS 66 NGC. The obverse displays a patchwork of irides¬ 
cent toning from 3 o’clock to 11 o’clock, colored in red, yellow, 
blue, and green. 

1884-CC MS 66 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. Highly reflective 
surfaces and nicely frosted devices. A bright, untoned example of 
this popular date. 

1884-S MS 62 NGC. Over the years, certain dates have been found 
to be much more common than once believed. Not so with this key 
date. Even with the huge quantity of coins going off to the major ser¬ 
vices, this date has remained quite rare in true mint state. 
Attractively toned in deep shades of gray, red, and green, this fully 
struck, fully lustrous example shows a few surface marks that pre¬ 
vent a higher grade. 

1885 MS 64 NGC, satiny with occasional rose-gold peripheral color; 
1898 MS 62 PCGS, splotchy obverse toning; and a 1902-0 MS 64 
PCGS, a near-gem toned in speckled gray and golden hues. (Total; 3 
coins) 


1885 MS 64 ANACS, six pieces, all toned on the obverse in either 
rose-gray or coppery-gold hues. (Total: 6 coins) 

1885-CC MS 65 Prooflike NGC. A glittering example with occa¬ 
sional russet and blue peripheral toning. 

1885-0 MS 63 NGC; (2) 1885-0 MS 64 NGC; and an 1885-0 MS 
65 NGC, all toned in various patterns and colorations on the obverse. 
(Total: 4 coins) 

1885-0 MS 65 NGC. Well struck with the lower half of the obverse 
layered in golden toning. 


1886 MS 65 PCGS. A glittering, lightly toned gem with full cart¬ 
wheel luster and an especially sharp strike. 

1887 MS 64 NGC, two pieces, one deeply toned on the reverse; and 
(4) 1887 MS 65 NGC, several being semi-prooflike and one show¬ 
ing similar reverse toning. (Total: 6 coins)

1888- S MS 66 PCGS. One of the more remarkably preserved ‘88-S 
dollars we have ever offered, with shimmering surfaces that are vir¬ 
tually blemish-free and tinted in delicate golden hues. Just the slight¬ 
est hint of softness is noted over Liberty’s ear. Population: 7 in 66, 
none finer. 

1889- CC VF 35 PCGS. Bright gray surfaces with just enough wear 
on the central highpoints to drop this key issue out of an XF classi¬ 
fication. Two or three bothersome marks are found on Liberty’s jaw¬ 
line. 

1891 MS 65 NGC. A very difficult date to locate in gem condition. 
NGC has only graded 26 at this level with none higher, while PCGS 
has only graded 31 with 1 higher. This piece exhibits medium toning 
on both sides. The reverse is an attractive light golden color that is 
evenly distributed, while the obverse fades into a peripheral ring of 
blue. 

1891- CC MS 65 NGC. Deep, original envelope toning in various 
shades of golden-violet, rose, and bluish-green engulfs both sides of 
this minimally abraded ‘91-CC. 

1891 -S MS 65 NGC. A frosty gem, mostly brilliant with just the 
faintest splash of russet and blue color on each side. 

1892- 0 MS 64 PCGS. Satiny, untoned, and very clean, showing a 
few discreet roller marks on the portrait. Softly struck in the centers 
as usual. 

1892- 0 MS 64 NGC. Both sides of this well struck ‘92-0 exhibit 
intense, satiny luster and have escaped all but the slightest surface 
marks. Its otherwise deserved gem status has been dethroned by the 
presence of roller marks through the centers. 

1893- 0 MS 63 NGC. Better struck than many survivors of this 
scarce issue. Semi-prooflike surfaces reflect a few small abrasions 
on the obverse, both sides are toned a hazy gray-golden. 

1893- 0 MS 63 ANACS. Second only to the famous 1893-S dollar 
among issues of this date in choice condition, the ‘93-0 is scarce at 
all levels of mint state and very much a rarity in its own right in MS 
63 and better condition. This piece displays a better-than-average 
strike for this often poorly defined issue and milky, golden-gray ton¬ 
ing lightly covers both sides, hardly impeding the underlying bril¬ 
liance. 

1894- S MS 64 PCGS. Lustrous and originally toned with gunmetal- 
blue and reddish-golden patina covering each side. A few small abra¬ 
sions and roller marks on the cheek of Liberty account for the grade, 
but are virtually concealed by the toning. 

1894- S MS 65 PCGS. A scarce issue in mint state grades, although 
the most available of the three issues struck during this reduced pro¬ 
duction year, and particularly elusive as a gem. This is a minimally 
abraded, obviously original example that is tinted a light silver-gray 
with deeper specks of russet and blue about the peripheral devices. 

1895- 0 AU 50 NGC. True BU examples of this date are out of reach 
for the budget-minded collector. This lot will make a fine substitute. 
Light silver-gray appearance, a pleasing example. 

1898- 0 MS 67 NGC. Superb surfaces overall with bright, coruscat¬ 
ing luster. There are virtually no abrasions on either side and the coin 
is fully brilliant. The only flaw we can find is a slight softness of 
strike in the centers. Population: 23 in 67, none finer. 

1899- 0 MS 66 PCGS. An uncommonly clean, virtually mark-free 
specimen that is very bright and lustrous. 

1899-S MS 64 PCGS. An exceptionally clean example of this scarce, 
late date S-mint dollar. Brilliant throughout, the luster is bright and 
there are no heavy contact marks. The strike is well brought up in 
most areas. A conservatively graded coin. 

1899-S MS 64 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. Atypically clean for 
the grade, with excellent sharpness in the centers, little or no contrast 
between fields and devices. Quite scarce as a near-gem DMPL. 

1900 MS 66 NGC. Lovely golden-red and electric-blue colors enliv¬ 
en the obverse. Boldly struck and exceptionally clean. 


436 1900 MS 66 NGC. A superlative example for the issue, satiny in tex¬ 
ture and lightly accented in pale golden-orange peripheral toning. 

437 1901 AU 58 NGC. Light rubbing on the highest points. Uncleaned 
with a dash of reddish-gold toning here and there about the margins. 

438 1902 MS 66 PCGS. Russet and blue toning on both sides, even on 
the reverse, with a horizontal band on the obverse with little toning. 
Excellent surfaces. 

439 1902-0 MS 66 PCGS. Satiny and extremely well preserved. The 
‘02-0 can be considered common up to and including MS 65 condi¬ 
tion, but superb pieces are much more difficult. 

440 1903-0 MS 64 PCGS. Highly lustrous with subtle golden accents. 

441 1904-0 MS 65 Prooflike NGC. The prooflike fields serve to high¬ 
light and enliven the golden, crimson, and deep blue peripheral ton¬ 
ing seen over both sides. The few scattered abrasions are quite well 
disguised by the toning.

442 1880 PR 63 PCGS. A well struck example example with fully reflec¬ 
tive fields. Deep silver-gray toning overall with virtually no distract¬ 
ing marks and only a few scattered hairlines. 

443 1880 PR 66 NGC. A splendid, slightly cameoed (although more 
contrast is noted on the obverse) proof, tinted light golden-orange 
about the margins and boasting impeccably preserved mirror fields. 
One of the more common proof Morgan issues in grades above PR 
65, but this is overshadowed by its importance as a superb type coin. 

444 1890 PR 64 PCGS. Deep mirrors and lightly frosted devices pro¬ 
duce a moderate cameo contrast. A light gray-gold haze mostly 
masks the scattered light hairlines that account for the grade. 

CERTIFIED PEACE DOLLARS 


445 1921 MS 64 NGC. A light dusting of golden-rose color. Once called 
the poor man’s High Relief, it never really has found a niche in the 
marketplace. A very affordable example. 

446 1921 MS 64 NGC. Pale golden toning with an above average strike. 

447 1922-S MS 65 NGC. Seldom seen in strict gem condition, this piece 
has sparkling white surfaces that glisten with mint frost. Sharply 
struck with minimal abrasions 

448 1923 MS 65 NGC. Frosty-white and very clean, with only a couple 
small water stains to the left of the portrait. 

449 1924 MS 65 NGC. Mottled reddish-gold toning over satiny surfaces. 

450 1925 MS 66 PCGS. Satiny-white with only the slightest hint of pas¬ 
tel-yellow color. A matte-like finish shows over much of the obverse 
as does a near absence of surface marks. 

451 1926-S MS 65 NGC. Mostly brilliant and lustrous with a strong 
strike in all areas. A lovely, well frosted example of this popular 
mintmarked Peace dollar. 

452 1928-S MS 64 NGC. Minimally abraded for this conditionally 
scarce issue, but a trifle soft in the centers and showing hints of gold¬ 
en peripheral color. 

453 1934 MS 64 NGC. Very well struck with speckled golden-orange 
toning about the borders. Two parallel abrasions in front of Liberty’s 
face. 


454 1935-S MS 64 NGC. Satiny, well struck, and showing just a bit of 

light color on each side. A scarcer issue.

455 1915-S Panama-Pacific Gold Dollar MS 65 NGC. Both sides of 
this high-end, vibrant example are original and quite frosty. 

456 1915-S Panama-Pacific Quarter Eagle MS 66 NGC. A truly out¬ 
standing example of this sought-after issue. Creamy, satin luster cor¬ 
uscates across surfaces that are flawless to the naked eye. 

457 1926 Sesquicentennial MS 64 ANACS. Lovely green-gold peripher¬ 
al accents. 


CERTIFIED GOLD DOLLARS 


458 1851-C AU 55 NGC. A reasonably available C-mint gold dollar, the 
‘51-C is a good selection for type purposes and is available in a wide 
selection of AU and mint state grades. This is a well struck coin with 
bright, lightly abraded surfaces. 

459 1853 AU 58 NGC. Well struck with golden-orange color and nearly 
all the mint luster intact. 

460 1854 Type Two AU 58 PCGS. Bright, well struck surfaces with near¬ 
ly complete mint luster and the blatant clash marks for which this 
type is known. 

461 1854 Type Two MS 63 PCGS. A select example of this most diffi¬ 
cult gold type coin, being especially well struck and displaying love¬ 
ly orange accents. Only a few scattered marks are evident and die 
clashing is mostly limited to the reverse. 

462 1858-S AU 58 NGC. Scarce in and near mint state, the ‘58-S has an 
impressively low mintage of only 10,000 pieces. This piece is 
remarkable not only for its lack of abrasions but also the complete¬ 
ness of strike seen on all the design elements. A lower Condition 
Census piece. 

463 1870 MS 65 ANACS. Bright, shimmering mint luster with a slight 
reddish tint about the edges. One of just 6,300 business strikes issued 
and apparently not hoarded like similar and lower mintage issues in 
the final decade of gold dollar production. 

CERTIFIED CLASSIC QUARTER EAGLE 

464 1834 Classic AU 58 NGC. A very pleasing Classic quarter eagle, 
there are no obvious or distracting marks in the fields and the strike 
is quite strong throughout. 

CERTIFIED LIBERTY QUARTER EAGLES 


465 1850 AU 58 NGC. Thick Date. Nearly complete mint luster on each 
side, the only defects are a couple of milling marks on the obverse 
and slight softness of strike. Scarce and underrated in better grades. 

466 1850 MS 61 NGC. Thin Date. Uncommonly well struck for a gold 
coin from this era, the fields are semi-reflective, and each side has a 
few abrasions scattered about that account for the grade. Scarcer 
than its Thick Date counterpart. 

467 1857 MS 62 PCGS. Well struck with deep reddish-orange color. 
Seldom seen in strict mint condition. 

468 1858 MS 61 NGC. Bright overall, the peripheries are well defined 
while the centers are slightly soft. Scarce in mint condition. 
Population: 12 in 61, only 8 finer. 

469 1872-S AU 50 NGC. Fairly weak in the centers (as usual) for this 
scarcer S-mint quarter eagle, one of only 18,000 pieces minted. 
Deep reddish color covers each side and there are virtually no abra¬ 
sions of note. 

470 1873 MS 61 NGC. Sharply struck with semi-reflective fields on the 
obverse and rich reddish tinted color overall. 


471 1880 AU 58 NGC. Sharply struck with remnants of prooflike luster. 

One of just 2,960 business strikes produced. Trends $675 in AU 55. 


1892 MS 61 NGC. Well struck with bright orange-gold color. 

1900 MS 65 NGC. Fully struck with smooth, satiny luster and 
almost blemish-free. A premium coin. 

1907 MS 65 PCGS. This final year of the type has a phenomenal 
amount of mint frost that is matched by an alluring yellow-gold 
color scheme. A lovely representative of this long-lived type. 

CERTIFIED INDIAN QUARTER EAGLES 


1915 MS 65 NGC. Splendid golden color with bright, satiny tex¬ 
tured surfaces that are almost completely void of contact marks in 
the fields. Only a tiny mark on the cheek prohibits consideration at 
an even higher grade. 

1928 MS 62 NGC. Fully lustrous with orange peripheral color and 
grade-limiting marks on the obverse. 

CERTIFIED THREE-DOLLAR GOLD PIECES 


1854 AU 58 PCGS. A pleasing example of this first year of issue of 
this important and popular gold type coin. Clean surfaces overall. 

1854 MS 62 NGC. Well struck with rich orange-gold color, the sur¬ 
faces are remarkably clean with suggestions of a higher grade. 
Trends $2,975. 

1878 MS 64 PCGS. A beautiful three-dollar gold piece that has 
silky smooth, lustrous surfaces that are unaffected by any large or 
distracting blemishes. The thick mint frost is accented in reddish- 
orange patina and the only striking deficiency is noticed at the base 
of the wreath. 


CERTIFIED CLASSIC HALF EAGLES 


1834 Plain 4 AU 50 PCGS. A bright green-gold example that is a tri¬ 
fle weak in the curls along Liberty’s forehead, a trait that is not 
uncommon to this design. Popular initial year of the Classic Head 
type. 

1834 Plain 4 AU 53 NGC. An attractive and clean example of this 
popular gold type coin. The peripheral striking details are unusually 
strong, but Liberty’s hair curls are softly defined, as usual. Obverse 
edge bump just above 10 o’clock. 

1835 AU 58 NGC. Almost completely lustrous, the green-gold sur¬ 
faces of this scarce issue show only a few abrasions, most noticeably 
a facial reeding mark, and a bit of highpoint friction. 

CERTIFIED LIBERTY HALF EAGLES 


1852-D AU 50 ANACS. Bright surfaces with some of the normal 
softness in the centers and a few of the obverse stars. One of the 
more regularly encountered Dahlonega fives and, as such, a very 
popular type coin. 

1860 AU 58 PCGS. Rare in all grades and scarcer than any of the P- 
mint issues from 1843-57, except perhaps for the 1850. 
Conditionally rare as well, the vast majority of known examples are 
in the VF-XF grade range. This is a strongly struck coin that shows 
no weakness on either side. The surfaces are bright and show only 
minor abrasions. Trends $1,900 in AU 50, $3,750 in MS 60. 

1871-CC AU 55 NGC. Rare in all grades, almost all known exam¬ 
ples of the ‘71-CC half eagle are in the Fine to Very Fine grade range 
with XF pieces being very scarce, and AUs rare. With only light 
wear and a generous amount of remaining luster, this piece will eas¬ 
ily fit in any high grade collection of CC gold. The central devices 
are softly struck (as usual), and there are only small abrasions scat¬ 
tered across both sides, none of which are individually significant. 
Population: 3 in AU 55, only 1 finer. 

1873-S AU 53 NGC. Closed 3, as are all ‘73-S fives. An elusive S- 
mint half eagle (mintage: 31,000 pieces) that is not only scarce in the 
absolute sense, but is a condition rarity as well, this example being 
surpassed by only two others. The surfaces on this boldly struck coin 
are bright and only modestly abraded. Population: 4 in 53, 2 higher. 
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1875-CC VF 20 PCGS. Well defined, except for the eagle’s neck, 
with strong suggestions of a higher grade. The surfaces are unques¬ 
tionably original and show traces of reddish-gold color around the 
devices. Only 11,828 pieces were struck and very few survive today, 
even in the lower grades. 

1875-S VF 20 NGC. One of just 9,000 pieces struck and an issue that 
is most often well circulated. The rose-tinted surfaces are light in 
color and somewhat scuffy in the fields from wear. 

1879-S AU 55 PCGS. A near-mint example of this somewhat scarcer 
S-mint five. Noticeably marked on the obverse. 

1886 MS 64 NGC. A scarcer issue in mint condition, this richly col¬ 
ored piece shows shimmering and creamy mint frost (unusual as 
most are prooflike), and is well struck in most areas. 

1903-S MS 64 NGC. Fully struck with just a few pinpoint blemish¬ 
es and a small grease stain keeping it from gem status. Rich, orange- 
gold color. 

CERTIFIED INDIAN HALF EAGLES 


1908 MS 62 PCGS. Strong mint frost and a solid strike, with a few 
scattered field marks that preclude a higher grade. 

1908- D MS 62 PCGS. Well struck with excellent luster and showing 
just a few small abrasions scattered about. An attractive type piece. 

1909- D MS 62 PCGS. Highly lustrous with a few marks on the 
Indian’s face and others in the field above the eagle. 

1909-D MS 62 PCGS. Even more lustrous than the preceding and 
easily in the select category were it not for some parallel scratches 
through the motto. 

1909-D MS 62 PCGS. Tinted an even orange-gold with only a sin¬ 
gle facial mark worthy of mention. 

1909-D MS 62 PCGS. Sharp and extremely bright with traces of 
deeper orange here and there about the peripheries. 

1911 MS 62 NGC. Strongly struck with a few modest abrasions on 
the portrait and in the reverse field. 

1911 MS 62 PCGS. Original, mottled gray toning is scattered across 
both sides. Quite nice for the grade. 

1911-D MS 63 PCGS. An extremely rare issue in strict mint condi¬ 
tion. According to Akers the ‘ 11-D is one of the rarest of all twenti¬ 
eth century gold coins, regardless of denomination. This is a solid 
mint state coin that has bright, lustrous surfaces with some light red¬ 
dish patina noted in the fields. There are a few scattered abrasions 
noted on each side, all consistent with the grade. Population: 13 in 
63, 3 finer. Trends $14,500 in MS 63. 

1911 -S MS 62 NGC. Original and frosty, with considerably sharper 
detail than is often encountered. There is one mentionable contact 
mark across the eagle on the reverse. While the second most com¬ 
mon S-mint in mint state, the 1911 -S can easily be classified as a 
scarce coin in uncirculated condition. 

1912 MS 63 NGC. Satiny luster that is particularly intense for a 12- 
P Indian, with deeper golden hues at the margins. 

1912 MS 63 ANACS. A select example that displays bright, satiny 
surfaces and light color with minimal abrasions 

1913 MS 62 NGC. Original surfaces, there is a noticeable milling 
mark above the eagle on the reverse. 

1913-S AU 55 NGC. An important coin due to the lack of available 
mint state pieces. Relatively clean surfaces. 

1914 MS 63 PCGS. A slightly better P-mint five-dollar Indian. This 
piece has rich rose and orange patina interspersed over satiny sur¬ 
faces. 


CERTIFIED LIBERTY EAGLES 


507 1839 Large Letters AU 55 PCGS. This is the so-called “Type of 
1838” or “Old Portrait” variety. Actually, the head is much smaller 
on the obverse than on the later type. A very elusive two-year type 
coin, and one that is quite difficult to locate in AU condition. 

508 1853 XF 45 NGC. An attractive, well balanced example with exten¬ 
sive coppery-red color clinging to the devices. Affordable collector 
quality in a No Motto ten. 

509 1872-S XF 40 PCGS. Even wear with a couple of mentionable 
marks on Liberty’s face and neck. Rarely seen in grades better than 
XF. Trends $950. 

510 1872-S AU 55 PCGS. A very rare coin in any condition, when found 
most ‘72-S tens are only VF and coins above XF are virtually unob¬ 
tainable. Both sides present an orange-gold appearance with abun¬ 
dant luster hiding in the protected areas. This is one of the finest 
examples known, with no mint state coins thus far certified by 
PCGS, NGC has graded a single MS 60. 

511 1874-S VF 30 NGC. A rare date in any grade, this is a well worn 
piece with original surfaces and much reddish color. Trends $1,200 
in VF 20. 

512 1880-S MS 61 NGC. A fairly difficult issue in lesser mint state 
grades and rare much finer. Bright luster and only scattered surface 
marks. 


513 1889-S MS 63 PCGS. Flashy and quite clean for the grade, dis¬ 
playing rich orange-gold overtones on either side. A small number of 
uncirculated 1889-S eagles have been certified in recent years, but 
pieces above MS 62 are still quite scarce. 

514 1891 MS 60 PCGS. Subdued luster but still quite frosty, with the 
majority of abrasions confined to the obverse. Moderately scarce. 

515 1896-S XF45 NGC. A scarcer late-date ten. Much reddish color sur¬ 
rounds the devices, with some weakness on the hair curls. 

516 1896-S AU 50 PCGS. Extremely well struck for the issue with 
bright, moderately abraded surfaces. Scarce in mint state. 

517 1897-S AU 58 NGC. A scarce, late-date eagle that is quite elusive in 
AU or mint state. This piece is richly colored and retains most of the 
original mint luster. 

518 1899 MS 62 PCGS. Fully detailed with clean, satiny fields and only 
a few trivial surface marks on and about Liberty’s cheek. 

519 1899 MS 63 NGC. Satiny with no substantial abrasions and a light 
orange-gold tint. 

520 1901 MS 64 NGC. Fully struck with smooth, lustrous surfaces that 
only show the slightest superficial luster breaks. A lovely type coin. 

521 1906-S MS 61 NGC. A lustrous, well struck example of this scarcer, 
late date ten-dollar Liberty. 

CERTIFIED INDIAN EAGLES 


522 1907 No Motto MS 62 PCGS. Premium color and nearly abrasion- 
free, but a few wispy hairlines limit the grade. 

523 1907 No Motto MS 63 PCGS. Better struck than most examples of 
this two-year type and typically clean beneath lovely orange-gold 
patina. 

524 1910 MS 65 NGC. Gem ten Indians are of the highest rarity. This 
nearly flawless coin has smooth, satiny luster over fine-grain, matte¬ 
like surfaces. Fully struck with lovely orange-gold color. 

525 1910-D AU 58 ANACS. A bright, near-mint example with a couple 
minor facial marks. 
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526 1911 -S XF 45 NGC. Moderately worn, the surfaces display deep 

reddish color surrounding the devices and a few scrapes on the cheek 
of the Native American. 


527 1913-S AU 50 NGC. Good remaining luster for the grade, the high- 
points are softly defined and, of course, also show some friction 
from handling. 

528 1914-S MS 62 NGC. Sparkling mint luster and especially well 
defined on the obverse. 


529 1932 MS 63 PCGS. A lovely, high-end coin that has a smooth, vir¬ 

tually unblemished cheek on the Native American. Pretty orange- 
gold patina. 


CERTIFIED LIBERTY DOUBLE EAGLES 


530 1860-S AU 58 PCGS. This date is considered one of the rarest emis¬ 
sions from the San Francisco mint, behind the famous 1861-S 
Paquet Reverse and a high grade 1866-S No Motto. This specimen 
is very well struck with all the stars. Liberty’s hair, and the eagle on 
the reverse being well defined. Some luster is still evident and there 
is a rich, yellow-gold appearance, as is quite often found on double 
eagles of the era. There are a few small abrasion marks but these are 
really not a focal point that detract from the pleasing appearance of 
this rarity. 

531 1866-S Motto XF 45 NGC. This is a scarce and highly respected 
date among specialists that is also one of the top condition rarities in 
the Coronet series of twenties. Akers ranked the ‘66-S Motto in the 
top 10% of all dates according to condition rarity. Slightly soft at the 
margins, there are a number of small abrasions peppered across each 
side, none of which are individually significant. 

532 1871-S AU 58 NGC. Bright surfaces and well struck with a faint 
tinge of reddish color on each side. A scarcer Type Two in Choice 
AU condition. 


533 1872-S XF 45 NGC; 1873 Open 3 XF 45 PCGS; 1874-S XF 45 

NGC; 1875-S XF45 NGC; 1876 XF45 NGC; and an 1876-S XF45 
NGC, a nice multiple lot of lightly circulated double eagles. (Total: 
6 coins) 


534 1873 Open 3 AU 50 NGC; 1875 AU 50; 1875-SAU50; 1876AU53; 

and an 1876-S AU 50. All five coins are NGC certified, an attractive 
Almost Uncirculated group of common date twenties. (Total: 5 
coins) 


535 1873-S Open 3 AU 50 NGC. The scarcer of the two date variants, 
this coin retains a fair amount of mint luster still although there are 
a number of small abrasions scattered across each side. 

536 1905 MS 61 NGC. With a mintage of only 59,011 pieces, the 1905 
is the rarest 20th century double eagle of this type. This piece 
exhibits numerous tiny abrasions and pleasing, original color. 

537 1905 MS 62 PCGS. An amazing second mint state example of this 
rare, low mintage issue. Sharply struck, there are numerous small 
abrasions peppered across both sides, as would be expected from an 
MS 62. Fully lustrous. Trends $5,000. 


CERTIFIED SAINT-GAUDENS DOUBLE EAGLES 


538 1907 High Relief MS 64 PCGS. Wire Rim. Clean yellow-gold sur¬ 
faces with outstanding luster and no flatness on the highpoints. The 
only visible deterrents to a 65 grade appear to be a faint hairline in 
the right obverse field and the” almost obligatory stacking friction 
about the reverse periphery. Very well preserved for this ever-popu- 
lar Saint-Gaudens issue. 

539 1907 High Relief MS 64 PCGS. Flat Rim. Well struck with great 
color and pleasing, satiny luster. There are a couple of shallow lus¬ 
ter grazes near the obverse edge at 10 o’clock that limit the grade of 
the coin. A choice, high-end example overall with the eye appeal of 
a gem. 


540 1909 MS 62 ANACS. A fully lustrous example of this conditionally 
scarce early Saint and a clean, sharply struck coin. Strict uncirculat¬ 
ed specimens are quite elusive and prohibitively expensive in higher 
grades. 

541 1915-S MS 64 PCGS. A fully struck coin that is well balanced and 
shows clean, lustrous surfaces overall. 

542 1922 MS 63 NGC. Lustrous surfaces with a few normal, scattered 
abrasions on both the obverse and reverse. A scarcer issue in better 
uncirculated grades. 

543 1922 MS 65 NGC. After looking at thousands of MS 65 Saints dated

most often seen as an uncirculated coin in MS 60-62 condition. 

545 1926-S MS 63 ANACS. Deeply lustrous with attractive color and far 
fewer abrasions than one expects on a coin of this grade. Scarce 
mintmarked issue, most reaching the melting pot during the 1930s. 

546 1927 MS 65 PCGS. Virtually mark-free with scintillating mint lus¬ 
ter and dashes of luscious orange-peel color on each side. 
Sensational quality and eye appeal.

547 1893 Isabella Quarter MS 63 PCGS. This is a pleasing piece that is 

mostly untoned but does have some light golden color on the obverse 
and some gray on the reverse. 


Well struck, the luster is too subdued 
on the obverse for a higher grade. Moderately toned.

622 1926 Oregon MS 66 NGC. Creamy silver-gray surfaces with a slight 
edging of pale golden on each side. 

623 1926-S Oregon MS 66 NGC. Brilliant and very flashy. 

624 1936 Oregon MS 64 ANACS. Light golden patina accents each side. 

625 1915-S Panama-Pacific MS 66 NGC. Struck in San Francisco in 
conjunction with the Panama-Pacific International Exposition held 
to celebrate two major events: the rebuilding of the city following 
the devastating 1906 earthquake, and the opening of the Panama 
Canal.

Pristine surfaces are toned a milky 
steel-violet with speckled rose overlays. Like most pre-1930 com¬ 
memorative issues, scarce in superior condition. 

630 1951-S Washington-Carver MS 66 NGC. Toned in pinkish-gold and 
apple-green shades, opening to a window of brilliance at the center 
of the obverse. 


631 1936 Wisconsin MS 64 PCGS. Well struck and toned in hues of sil¬ 
ver-gray and charcoal. 

632 1936 Wisconsin MS 65 PCGS. Mottled russet and orange toning, 
lightening to steel-violet in the exposed areas of the design. 

633 1936 York MS 64 PCGS. One of the more plentiful commems in 
high grades. This lovely example has “sunrise” toning about the 
obverse rim.

Similar to the adopted design except that the surface of the 
Roman numeral is smooth and the date larger, along with the diam¬ 
eter. Distinguished from the other pattern variant by the left ribbon 
tip being long. Struck in nickel with a plain edge. Modest cameo 
effect over both sides beneath blushes of milky golden patina.
